PUNJAB  ACT  I of  1898. 

An  Act  to  shorten  the  language  of  Acts  and  for  other 

matters. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  shorten  the  language 
used  in  3 [Punjab  Acts]  and  to  make  certain  provisions 
for  the  construction  of,  and  other  matters  relating  to 
such  Acts;  it  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows:  —
